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STATE FAIR coP 
The Department's Bureau of Public Information is readying its 
exhibit for this year's State Fair. The theme will be freeways 
and their benefits to the State. The exhibit will include 
nine back-lighted color photographs of recently completed 
freeway sections and cover both the interstate and non-interstate 


categories. 


NEW IDEAS 


The use of colored paving materials has received our serious 
consideration oA several occasions in the past. It is ovr 
opinion that the benefits to be derived are indeed very 
speculative, and that any benefits which might be derived 
would very likely be outweighed by a number of factors, such 
as: 

(a) The substantially higher cost, as compared with 
conventional paving materials. 

(b) Especially in connection with the light-colored 
materials, the need to employ specially selected 
light-colored aggregates. 

(c) If the equipment used in the mixing, transportation 
and laying operations has previously been used for 
conventional bituminous paving materials, the need 
to thoroughly clean this equipment prior to change- 
over to colored material--either that or the provision 
of special equipment for use solely in connection with 


colored materials. 
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NEW IDEAS, cont'd, 


(d) The use of colored pavement would apparently not 
result in a reduction in the amount of signing 
required. 


There is also the fact that the contrast between the different 
colors would undergo a very marked reduction at night, and 
probably would be totally lost on rainy nights. And the 
question of whether the effects of materials of this kind 

can be determined with any degree of certainty is also in 


the picture, 


Colored pavements are already being tested in certain locations, 
in connection with deceleration lanes, safety zones, the pre- 
channelization of traffic, and in other areas where they may 
fulfill a useful function. It is presumed that the results 


of these tests will sooner or later be made available, 


All things considered, it is seriously doubted whether ex- 
perimentation with paving materials of this kind on our highway 


system would be a worthwhile undertaking. 
ENGINEERING COMPUTER 


A tentative schedule for completion of the Interstate System 
based on the so-called "Critical Path Method" was approved 


for printing August 13. This Bureau will keep that schedule 
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ENGINEERING COMPUTER, cont'd. 


completely revised and up dated, enabling the Department to 
be instantly aware of the facts whenever any unforeseen 
delay poses the danger of failing to complete the Interstate 
routes by 1972. 


The Bureau has also begun a study of construction inspection

ACCOUNTING COMPUTIER 


As a prelude to installation of the IBM 101 accounting computer 


early in October, the Division of Right of Way has been moved 
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ACCOUNTING COMPUTER, cont'd, 


from the first floor to the second floor of the Highway Department 
building. This was made possible by the move of a portion of 

the Bureau of Planning and Traffic to the nearby suburban 
shopping center in Ewing Township. These moves make it 

possible to install the accounting computer in the same 

wing of the Department on the same floor as the engineering 
computer, Both units are compatible, which means that it is 
possible to look forward with some confidence to a period 
possibly four years from now when all of the data processing 
requirements of the Department will be handled by one unit, 


During the past several months, several teams of programmers 
have been working at the task of converting our present 
accounting reports to computer reports. Among these are 
the Appropriation Accounting Report, the Concurrent Audit 
Billing, and the Federal Aid Status Report. Others that 
will be completed in the near future are the Labor Payroll 


and the Construction Program Report. 
SAVINGS 


Some months ago, the Department's Bureau of Public Information 
instituted the preparation and distribution of a weekly detour 
bulletin, which lists all of the highway locations where 

construction or maintenance work may necessitate inconvenience 


to traffic. This normally consisted of from seven to nine 
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SAVINGS, cont'd, 


pages of mimeographed copy. It constituted a very heavy 
burden upon the duplicating and mailing sections, and was 
costly from the standpoint of postage. 


As the result of an offset photo reduction process, this 
bulletin has now been reduced to two pages. The charge for 


postage alone has been reduced by $178.80 per month. 


MAINTENANCE 


The Department's accelerated construction activities continue 
to add an even heavier burden upon the Maintenance Division. 
For example, during the past month ten construction projects 
involving 10.4 lane miles of pavement, 12.3 acres of roadside 
area which must be maintained, 9 bridges and 3 eulverts were 


accepted for maintenance. 


Some of the statistics are staggering. More than 1,000,000 
linear feet of pavement paint has been applied so far during 


this fiscal year. 


STATE AID 


The greatest activity this month was shown in municipal improve- 
ment projects. Nineteen construction projects were completed, 
bids for 100 projects were received, and plans and specifications 
for another 50 projects were processed by the Division. In 
addition, 1963 Herrick Funds were approved for 2 municipalities 


in two counties. 
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6. 
PERSONNEL 


Stepped-up recruitment efforts have been instituted to hire 
additional Inspectors and Engineers in the Division of 
Planning, Research, Soils and Tests for assignment to the 
Soils Bureau and the Testing Bureau. This is to comply 
with the Bureau of Public Roads! demand for more adequate 
inspection coverage in these two areas of our construction 
operation. New positions to permit this extra inspection 
have been requested, tut in the meantime, we have used 
existing vacancies on the Bureau of Road Construction payroll 
to proceed with such improvements as have been possible. 
Of the 20 Highway Inspector positions earmarked for the 
Testing Bureau, four are already filled by men now working 


and 11 others are being processed for employment. Progress 


is already being made in filling the new Engineering positions 


and the Highway Inspector Trainee positions. 


Plans have been completed for the resumption of the training 
course in Highway Technology in the Union County Technology 
Institute. Classes are scheduled to resume on Monday, September

The latest estimate of motor vehicle registration indicates 
that the ‘number is continuing to increase in New Jersey at 
‘a slightly faster rate than in the Country SeXa whole. The 
number of registered passenger cars in 1962 was 2,313,047. 
The estimate for 1963 is 2,407,000 for an increase in New: 
Jersey of 4.1%. This compares with a natdonwide increase 
of 4.0%. © | 


_The number of trucks and buses registered in 1962 was 295,563. 
The estimate for 1963 is 305,000 for an increase of 3.2%. 
Nationally the increase was 3.9%. However, the total regis- 
tration in New Jersey in 1962 was 2,608,610 and the estimate 
for 1963 is 2,712,000 for an increase of ).0%. This compares 


with a Nationwide increase of 3.8%. 


Highway use of motor fuel increased in New Jersey by 3.9% 
to a level of 2,193,100 gallons. This is Slightly less than 


the Nationwide increase of 0%. 
ROUTE hhO FREEWAY 


Despite the repeated assurances ot the Department that every 
possible effort was made in developing the proposed alignment 
for this route to minimize the destruction of homes in the 
Hopelawn area and reduction of ratables, local opposition 


continued to manifest itself. 
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ROUTE 440 FREEWAY, cont'd, 


At the public hearing August 12, and later in meetings with 
former Attorney General Wilentz, it was again suggested that 
the right of way of the Lehigh Valley Railroad be utilized 
with elimination of interchanges in downtown Perth Amboy to 
reduce the cost. On the face of it, such a proposal would 
almost certainly be unacceptable to the Bureau of Public 
Roads, since this scheme would fail to provide the necessary 
traffic service. In addition, information from the railroad 
indicates that any interruption of its present freight service 
would be highly detrimental to the economic interests of the 


community. 


None the less, in an effort to provide the utmost in cooperation 
it was agreed that this proposal wouid be considered in the 
analysis of the record of the public hearing and that local 
interests would be given an opportunity to discuss the results 


of the analysis prior to a final decision. 
ROUTE 35 


Increased residential and retail development along Route 35 
in Middletown Township has created problems of traffic 
congestion and hazards of great concern to local officials. 
The Highway Department, aware of this problem, had long since 


initiated construction in the vicinity of Tindall Road and 
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ROUTE 35, cont'd. 


scheduled further work immediately to the south. 


During recent discussion with local officials, it was agreed 
that the speed limit would be reduced if an on-the-spot 

survey showed any justification for such a move, that plans 
would be prepared for the improvement of the highway running 
north to Laurel Road and then south to the Navesink River 

and that every effort would be made to obtain the funds for 

this construction. However, it is impossible for the Department 


to guarantee at this time that such funds will be available. 


It should be borne in mind that it will take at least six 
months to prepare the plans and that, therefore, no con- 
struction funds would be required until late spring or 


early summer. 
CONSTRUCTION 


As of September 1, 1963, there were 5) road construction 
projects under way, valued at approximtely $128 million 
including the value of bridges involved in these projects.

Trenton, August 1) - The New Jersey State Highway Department today announced 
completion of repairs to the fender system of the Penns Neck Bridge which 


carries Route 9 across the Salem River in Salem County. 


Work consisted of the replacement of the 100 foot long timber fender system 
on the northwest side of the bridge as well as the construction of two new 
dolphins (timber pile clusters) on the south side to protect the end of 


the fender. 


The original fender was broken off at the bed of the stream as a result of 


severe ice conditions this past winter. 


Costs of the project will be paid entirely by the New Jersey State Highway 
Department. 
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
